“Russia’s Czarina” 


What The 
British Navy 
Has Done 


Achievements of the Fleet Have Far 
Surpassed Most Hopeful 
Expectations 
At the beginning of the year the 
Navy League, headquarters 11 Vic- 
toria street, London, S.W., sent a New 
Year's message to its members in 
Which a vivid summary of the 
achievements of the navy since the 
war's outbreak 1s given, The mes- 

sage, in part, follows: 

During the seventeen months of 
the war the achievements of the fleet 
have far surpassed the anticipations 
entertained at the outbreak of the 
conflict by the most ardent believer 
in British sea power. In every vart 
ety of operation upon which the navy 
has been engaged during the past 
year there has been a brilliant dem- 
onstration of those fighting qualities 
accompanied by skill, daring and re- 
sourcefulness which have for cen- 
turies been the proud tradition of the 
British fleet. It is but the sober 
truth to declare that during this time 
of supreme crisis in the destiny of 
nations the British navy has dis- 
charged to a degree unexampled in 
the whole course of history its great 
trust as the guardian of the liberties 
of mankind. The commander in- 
chief of the grand fleet and the offic- 
ers and men in all our fighting ships 
deserve the warmest congratulation 
of the British race throughout the 
world for their unswerving zeal, de- 
votion to duty, and spirit of self- 
sacrifice which have been manifest 


in every incident of British naval 
activity since the beginning of the 
struggle. 


The navy is silent. It is unseen 
by the masses of the people of the 
empire, but it is more apparent now 
than ever before that the navy is 
nevertheless the trustees of freedom’s 
birthright of the people of the British 
empire, and, indeed, of the people of 
the whole human race, 

A brief summary of the achieve- 
emnts of the navy in its relation to 
the process of the war will, it is 
hoped, provide seasonable food for 
thought: 

1. Apart from a few futile raids 
no British territory in any part of the 
world has been violated by the enemy. 

2. During seventeen months of war 
the overseas trade of the United 
Kingdom reached in round figures one 
thousand seven hundred million 
pounds per month, 

3. Food and drink to the value of 
about four hundred million pounds 
have been imported into the United 
Kingdom during the year 1915 for the 
maintenance of the daily life of the 


people. 
4. The sea borne commerce of 
Germany, Austria and Turkey, 


amounting to nearly one’ thousand 
one hundred millions sterling has 
been driven from the seas. 

5. Seven million tons of German, 
Austrian and Turkish shipping have 
been destroyed or driven to seek 
refuge in the harbors of neutral coun- 
tries. 

6. Vast armies with casualties at 
sea which only amount to one man 
per thousand have been transported 
from the endg of the earth to the 
various theatres of war. 

7. The brilliant operations of Brit- 


ish submarines in the Baltic sea have] ato 


crippled ~. and have virtually 
completed the blockade of Germany

GRINS tO ac 
KuOw.euge wilh the warmest grati- 
fication the unqualified success which 
has attended every branch of ad- 
miralty administration since the be- 
ginning of the war. Mr. Balfour's 
direction of the functions of the 
board of admiralty has secured the 
universal appreciation of the people 
of the empire, and his eminently cor- 
rect interpretation of his duties as 
first lord has given unbounded satis- 
faction to the officers and men of 
the fleet. It is due to Mr. Balfour to 
assert that the direct result of his 
presence at the admiralty has been 
to create between the personnel of 
the fleet and the great department 
over which he presides an unquali- 
fied bond of mutual sympathy and 
confidence. 

The Navy League must again em- 
hasize the view to which it has so 
requently given expression and upon 
which it has made the strongest rep- 
andth-ic,-C,Re-eledn ofta 
resentation to his majesty’s govern- 
ment that there ought not to be, and 
that there must not be, any inter- 
ference with the full play of the sea 
power exercised by the fleet by any 
other department of the government 
except the admiralty; and it strongly 
appeals for the support of the public 
opinion of the empire in demanding 
that no secret agreements and no 
international tribunals of any kind 
whatsoever shall be permitted dur- 
ing the course of the war;or in the 
future, to limit or restrict.the activ- 
ities of the fleet in executing the pri- 
mary objects of its existence.

So far, militarily, the Germans 
have won—it would be mere moral 
cowardice to deny it; on paper, they 
claim the reward. The forget that 
paper means nothing nowadays, that 
the war was fought over a “scrap of 
paper,” that Bernhardi’s law—anni- 
nilation—holds good for ys as well as 
for the Germans, and that until on2 
or the other side is defeated peace ‘s 
neither on object nor a desirability. 
The Germans set out to compel the 
subjection of Europe. They them- 
selves have taught Europe to fight; 
they have given Europe her reason 
and her inspiration. Today’ that 
reason is ours. It is we who have 
caught the inspiration of war. It is 
we who are preparing to fight pre- 
datory Germany with the means and 
principles of Bernhardi. “In war only 
decisions count,” he wrote. It is so. 
It will be so in this gigantic up- 
heaval of the nations. And it is this 
condition of war whith the Germans 
have called up and which threatens 
ultimately to engulf them.—Austin 
Harrison in the English Review. 


New Aerial Terror 


The Fokker Machine Said to Have 
Great Speed and Control 


An aviatiop expert, writing in the 
Manchester Guardian, gives some in- 
teresting details of the air war in 


France. The German policy of men- 
tioning the names of their aviators in 
official] reports, is ascribed to the ‘“‘us- 
ual policy of frightfulness,” the idea 
seeming to be that if once Germany 
Can inspire the Royal Flying Corps 
with the proper terror of the deadli 
ness of Flight Commanders Herren 
immelmann and Bolcke, and of the 
Fokker monopiane on which they fly, 
every Royal Flyiug Corps pilot who 
sees a Fokker coming for him will run 
for his life. 

Recently a young. British aviator 
wrote: “l'hat Herr Immelmann is the 
very devil. He flies a Fokker mono- 
Plane, shoots through his propeller, 
and flies beautifully. I have met him 
twice and got off drums of ammuni- 
tion at him, but the net result on 
either side was a few holes in the 
wings.” 

Conversations with several British 
airmen do not indicate that if the 
Germans really have an idea of 
frightening enemy airmen their plan 
ig successful.

The Fokker machines are the in- 
vention of a young Dutchman who 
lived in Germany. 

They are absolutely ander control 
of the pilot in every position. This is 
what makes them ~ such dangerous 
opponents, as they can manoeuvre 
with lightning speed. In general ap- 
pearance they are almost exact copies 
of the French Morane monoplane, 
Most of the machines are filled with 
Ueberursel rotary engines, the Ger- 
man copy of the Gnome. Those 
flown by Immelmann and Bolcke are 
filled with huge engines of the fixed 
cylinder motor car type, of seemingly 
./¥ horsepower to 160 horsepower, 
and have a speed of over 100 miles 
per hour. Most of these machines 
carry @ passenger in front, who works 
the machine gun, but the others, in- 
cluding those of the two star turns 
have @ gun fixed on the top of the 
engine and firing through the pro- 
peller, or, rather, tractor screw. 

The favorite method of attack is 
for the Fokker to get up high and hang 
around till one of the allies’ macn. 
ines appears in sight below; then, if 
one of the fixed gun type of Fokker, it 
Stands on ‘ts hea and dives straight 
for its victim, loosening off a stream 
of bullets ag soon ag it gets within 
range, By making a descent ever so 
slightly spiral a straight stream of 
bullets becomes a cone of fire with 
its apex at the gun and with the vic- 
tim inside, so that whichever way 
the lower machine tries to escape it 
must pees through that cone when 
the Fokker gets close to the enemy, 
if he is not already hit it approaches 
directly from pehind, firing straight 
along the body or fusilage, so as to 
have the passenger, engine tanks and 
all in the line of fire, and unless pur- 
sued the machine is very quick on its 
controls and is able to dodge like a 
rabbit. The Fokker, which dves not 
fire through the propellers, almost al. 
Ways attacks its victims from behind, 
diving under their tails and comir.g up 
in such a position that, while it can 
shoot up into the body of the pur- 
sued machine, the passenger in that 
machine, even if sitting behind tha 
pilot, cannot shoot at the Fokker for 
tear of blowing his own tail off.

A German Mine 


Terrible Dangers of Mining Opera 
tions in Northern France 


W. H. S., writing from Northern 


France, says: 

The tunnelling officer was quite a 
decent fellow and visited our little 
mess in the trenches every day until 
we came to look upon him as one of 
ourselves, while on one occasion he 
kindly took us down a shaft and ex- 
= to us all the secrets of min- 
ng. 


One morning he came into my 
dugout with his habitually smiling 
face quite orestfallen. “Say,” he 
said, “do you know you are sitting 
clean on top of a German mine?” 

I nearly fainted, and when the 
shock had worn off somewhat I was 
further enlightened to the fact that 
while our miners were at work the 
previous evening they had discover- 
ed a German min» shaft running 
right under the trench. 

Here was a pretty kettle of fish. I 
was liable to be blown up at any 
moment. Further, everyone in the 
company would go up with me and 
at the same time get a lightning 
burial in the crater. 

However we had to carry on, while 
the miners worked tremendously 
hard in order to get right into the 
German gallery which was to be 
blown in. 

All that morning I felt as if I were 
walking on air, and every moment 
expected myself to be swallowed up 
in a chasm rent in the earth. 


At noon the tunnelling officer 
again appeared. He was covered 
with mud, while the perspiration 


ran from his face and arms. He 
reported that he had got a charge in 
and was awaiting the word to blow 
up the Germans. 

After what seeemd an endless time 
word arrived, and the tunnelling of- 
ficer fixed his electric battery in posi- 
tion, while the men brought in the 
wire that was fixed by one end to 


the detonator in the charge, 


“Stand clear,” was given, but a few 
brave ones peeped over the parapet 
in order to witness the mighty ex- 
plosion. 

Breathlessly I. awaited the shock 
and with trembling nerves saw the T. 
O. press the button down to its full 
extent. We could hear the battery 
at~ work sending the current along 
the wire to the detonator. 

Nothing happened, and to make 
sure another press was given. Still 
silence and the earth in front of our 
parapet remained quite firm. 

“Good heavens,” sald the T.0. “4 
wonder what’s wrong.” 

He was a game fellow and soon 
had his jacket off again and scram- 
bled through the bore in a twinkling. 

He soon appeared with the news 
that the artful Bosches had removed 
the detonator, thereby making the 
charge harmless. A second deton- 
ator was then fixed and after a few 
minutes’ wait the button was again 
pressed. : 

It seemed a long time before the 
first sound or rumble of earth was 
heard, followed by a mighty explos- 
ion and a general upheaval of the 
ground in front of the lines. Long 
fissures in the earth were seen and 
a small crater was formed in “ne 
man’s land.” 

Everyone then felt more comfort- 
able, for we knew that the Germans 
had a few thousands of tons of 
earth to remove before they could 
again connect up with the boring, 
and further, before that could hap- 
pen our miners would have bored 
through to their workings, and would 
quickly remove any danger that 
might be in store for us,

Necessity for Protection of Halibut on 
the Pacific Coast 

Halibut fisheries in British Colum- 
bia are reported in danger of deple- 
tion. The yield is now second only to 
that of the salmon in the coast fish- 
eries. During 1914 the quantity land- 
ed at Canadian ports was over 64,000,- 
000 pounds, ana it is expected that 
the record for the past year will be 
slightly greater. These years show a 
marked increase over the total of 55,- 
000,000 pounds in 19138. The advance 
is said to be due mainly to the adop- 
tion of more effective methods of fish- 
ing, and to the better profits obtained 
through facilities for preserving, ship- 
ping and marketing. Cold storage and 
refrigerator cars make it possible to 
place the catch of the northern Paci- 
fic fresh on the markets of California, 
and the cities of the east in Canada 
and the United States. 

More information is necessary re- 
garding the special circumstances of 
the Pacific coast before effective 
means of protection can be devised. 
The hair seal is suspected of being 
among the destroyers. A government 
bounty for destruction, established 
chiefly as a means of protecting the 
salmon, has led to the destruction of 
many seals. It is claimed that only 
about one in five shot in the water is 
recovered to make a claim for the 
bounty. Sea lions are also destructive. 
As they herd on known islands during 
their breeding season systematic 
means can keep them in check. Meth- 
ods of fishing may some day need reg- 
ulations if found necessary. 

Although a bottom fish, and keeping 
in comparatively deep water, the hali- 
but come to the shallows to spawn, 
The government is alive to the import- 
ance of the industry, and signs of ser- 
jous depletion should. prompt immed- 
jate efforts toward protective meas- 
ures.—Toronto Globe. 


Manitoba To Have A 
Livestock Commission 


Will be Appointed to Further Inter- 
ests of Stockmen in the 
Province 
Manitoba is soon to have a live- 
stock commissioner whose duties will 
be to supervise the whole livestock 
business of the province and devote 


himself to furthering the interests 
of the industry in every way. Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta now have live- 
stock commissioners who are very 
aggressive in furthering the interests 
of stockmen both at the producing 
and marketing ends of the business 
and Manitoba is to be brought into 
line. It is likely that this appoint- 
ment will hasten action regarding 
& public abattoir and other matters of 
great interest to stockmen. 

The appointment has been decided 
on by the minister of agriculture 
after much careful thought and the 
consideration of the representatives 
of many stockmen in the province, 
says the Manitoba Free Press. 

The livestock commissioner of this 
province will have as one phase of 
his important work the supervision 
of the administration of the Settlers’ 
Animal Purchase act, which embodies 


‘ the project of the minister of agri- 


culture in supplying cows to worthy 
settlers in certain portions of. the 
province not yet defined. 

The bill which will come before 
the legislature soon fixes five as the 
number limit of cows which will be 
sold to any one man. No Stipulated 
sum is set out in the bill for the 
purchase of cows. 

Under the act cowg will be sold to 
settlers on credit or part credit, Ap- 
lication must be made in community 
lots of ten each of the ten persons 
going bond for the others. 

The new livestock commissioner, 
who, it is said, will be a farmer and 
stockman of long and successful ex- 
perience, will personally inspect the 
farm and home of the applicant and 
make inquiries as to character, 

Not moro than ten years will be 
allowed for the payment of animals 
purchased from the governemnt. The 
rate of interest charged will not be 
less than seven per cent, The govern- 
ment will hold a lien on all the ani- 
mals supplied to settiers, and will 
retain title until all the payments are 
made. 

The rights of the province are safe- 
guarded in the bill to a very full ex- 


tent, and so as to make loss from 
recalcitrant gettlers very problem- 
atical. 


What woula appear to be the 
heaviest handicap to winter steer 
feeding in this province, as com- 
pared to east or south, is our long, 
cold winters. It is true that we have 
to feed for a long period and that 
our temperatures go down low. But 
these circumstances need not be seri- 
ous obstacles. Our winters are dry, 
even if cold, and we have found that 
it is possible to fatten steers out- 
doors even in our severe’ weather. 
For five years, 1908-1912, a test was 
conducted at Brandon experimental 
farm feeding steers outside with no 
shelter except a grove of scrub oaks. 

Technical Education Postponed 

Technical education in Canada and 
methods by which it could be advanc-

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Aerial Supremacy 


British Have Giant Planes That Can 
Tackle the Most Formidable 
German Craft 


The best-informed students of aerial 
flight in America pay little heed to the 
assertion that the German “Fokker” 
aeroplane, which has been much in 
evidence of late, will give Germany 
supremacy in the air. An expert says 
the new machines are the smallest 


along the front, and can only be class- 
ed as aeroplane chasers. The usual 
Fokker is only about 39 feet 9 inches 
over the wings, and about 24 feet 6 
inches long, with an 80 horsepower 
motor, This machine, with this motor 
equipment, makes about 95 miles an 
hour. With a 200 horsepower motor 
it ought to be able to make from 160 
miles an hour upward. With the ex- 
ception of the wings, which are us- 
ually constructed of the new trans- 
parent material, making the machine 
practically invisible, ‘the whole con- 
struction is of steel tubing. The 
machines carry a pilot and gunner, 
or only a pilot who acts as gunner. 
Their armament consists of a rapid- 
fire gun, capable of more than 600 
shots a minute. Both the British ana 
French have machines that can make 
the same speed of more than 160 miles 
an hour, but they have not used them 
extensively because the Germans 
were not using theirs, and they are 
difficult to handle. 


Santos-Dumont, describing the new |’ 


flying machines of the America type 
now in process of construction for 
Great Britain, gives the following de- 
scription of these battle cruisers of 
the air: ‘ 

“Recently I visited an aeroplane 
factory here, and I saw thousands of 
mechanics turning out from twelve to 
eighteen machines a day. Among the 
machines being built are those great- 
est ones, capable of flying 600 miles, 
and carrying thirty passengers. These 
are about six times larger than any 
yet used, and can store enough gaso- 
line to carry them 600 miles at a rate 
of not less than 75 miles an hour. Py 
decreasing the deadweight load the 
fuel capacity can be increased to al- 
low of a much greater cruising radius. 
This hydro-aeroplane is built with 
three planes, 133 feet from tip to tip. 
Its length is 6 feet; the rudder area 54 
square feet; the fixed tail area, hori- 
zontal, 126 square feet. The weight of 
the hull and planes is 8,000 pounds, 
and the motors weigh 4,000 pounds, 
developing one horsepower for each 
four pounds. Counting crew, oil and 
gasoline, weighing 5,250 pounds, and 
bombs of 3,000 pounds, the machine 
can make 75 miles an hour with a total 
of 21,000 pounds, or more than ten 
tons. For its own protection this new 
triplane is heavily armored, and car- 
ries several of the new 3-inch aero- 
plane guns, which will make it a most 
formidable antagonist in the air.” 

The British navy, when supplied 
with these giant planes, will be able to 
patrol the entire German coast, and 
tackle the swiftest Zeppelin when she 
begins her run across the North Sea 
heavily laden with petrol and bombs. 
After their explosives have been dis- 
charged and their fuel largely exhaust- 
ed the Zeppelins fly at a very great 
height, and are so buoyant that a 
hydroplane could) not manoeuvre 
quickly enough'to fight them effective- 
ly. The giant hydroplane, however, 
will undoubtedly be extensively used 
in the later stages of the war if Zep- 
pelin attacks are continued.—Toronto 
Globe. 


Ancther Moon N ow 


Which Makes Eight for Jupiter, the 
Scientists Say 


A new moon has been discovered. 
The discovery adds still another to 
Jupiters. collection, making a grand 
total of eight. Details of the iunar 
phenomenon were given at the Chi- 
cago Academy of Sciences, where an 
uuportant exhibit of astronomical 
photographs and instruments is in pro- 
gress under the direction of Lowell 
Observatory. 

“It has been known for a long time 
that Jupiter had six moons,” explain- 
ed W. C. Brown of Northwestern Uni- 
versity, “and gomething over two yearg 
ago a seventh moon was discovered. 
Last spring some remarkable photo- 
graphs were taken, which evidenced 
the existence of still another moon, 
making eight. This verified the con- 
tention of.certain well-known Euro- 
pean astronomers,”

Canadian Shells Germany Is Bei 


Cost Will Run Close to Three Hund- 
red Million Dollars 


A statement of the shell business 
that has been transacted in Canada 
in behalf of the British government 
since the outbreak of the war shows 
that there have been orders given to 
Canada for 22,800,000 shelis, and that 
over 8,000,000 shells out of that num- 
ber have already gone forward to 
Britain. 

The cost of all the component parts 
required in the manufacturing of the 


total order for shells, including the 
machinery and assembling, is esti- 
mated at $282,000,000. In addition 


there have been orders from the war 
office for cartridge cases, 
forgings, etc., amounting to $20,000,- 
000, making a total slightly exceeding 
$300,000,000. 

The actual shipments of ammuni- 
tion that have gone forward to Brit- 
ain from the factories of Canada 
have amounted to 2,000,000 “fixed” 
and 6,000,000 “unfixed” shells. This 
total output of 8,000,000 shells out of 
22,800,000 contracted for represents 
an actual expenditure up to the end 
of last year of $65,000,000. 


The latest available figures also 


show that there are some 422 plants | 
contracts at the | 


engaged in filling 
present time under the direction of 
the imperial munitions board. 

The different kinds of sheils that 
are being manufactured for the Brit- 
ish government in this country ava 
described as folows: 

15 pounder shrapnel, empty; 18 
pounder shrapnel, empty; 18 pounder 
shrapnel, fixed; 18 pounder high ex- 
plosive, empty; 18 pounder high ex- 
plosive, fixed; 4.5 howitzer, empty; 
4.5 howitzer fixed (except loading); 
60 pounder high explosive, empty; 6

It should be explained that a pro- 
jectile to whic i has been attached 
or “fixed” a cartridge case contain- 
ing the propelling charge constitutes 
“fixed” ammunition, whether the shell 
contains the bursting charge or not. 

The natural conditions under. which 
these different kinds of shells have 
to be manufactured in Canada make 
it extremely difficult to send forward 
to Britain in a steady flow a huge 


volume of “fixec” shells. Each of 
those shells has its vital require- 
ments, which must be met in the 


minutest detail. For instance, the 
“18 pounder shrapnel fixed ammuni- 
tion” cyntain ths following parts in 
addition\to the special machining and 
assembli that have to be done in 
connection i 
suell; forgings, copper bands, brass 


tubes, tin cups, stee] discs, br. sock- 
ets, plugs, paint, buckshot, resin, 
grubscrews, paint, cartridge cases, 


primers, clips, cordite, pellets, pow- 
der, fuses, loading and four rd. boxes. 

Add to the complex nature of this 
shell industry the fact that the 
plants engaged in filling British gov- 
ernment contracts in Canada. are 
scattered at various intervals right 
across the continent, with no one 
plant able to do al] the work essen- 
tial to the complete manufacture of 


one piece of ammunition and the 
Magnitude of the task assighed to 
the imperial munitions board be 


comes fairly plain. 

As the organization of the British 
shell business in Canada is im- 
proved and made more efficient, as- 
sembling points where finished or 
“fixed” ammunition may be produced 
in sufficient quantity to supply the 
demand of the British government 
will be established. At present there 
are only two places in the Dominion 
where explosives may be loaded prop- 
erly into the shells. The making of 
fuses is also another delicate opera- 
tion which acts as a check upon the 
net output of finished shells. The 
country has orders for 22,800,000 
shells, and only some 8,000,000 have 
been shipped from Canada. The manu- 
facturers’ job now is to hasten for- 
ward the remaining 14,000,000 shells, 
with as large a proportion of them as 
possible “fixed.” 


Germans Use Jerusalem as War Base 

One of the missionaries who has re- 
cently returned to Rome states that 
an English colleague, who was with 
him in Syria and who hag probably 
now returned to England, saw very 
important preparations at Jerusalem 
and Jaffa, for ar expedition against 
Egypt under the direction of Ger- 
man officers. 

A double ack railway line has 
been constructed from Damascus to 
Jev-usalem and Ghaza and some dis- 
tance beyond the ancient frontier line 
ot Turkey and Egypt to the Isthmus 
of Suez. Jerusalem is transformed 
into an armed camp, defended by 
trenches and containing 400,000 men. 
All the convents have already been 
converted into hospitals, with Turkish 
and German .tais, and the inhabit- 
ants are under strict supervision.

It is true, as all German news- 
papers and many German writers 
confess, that Germany is suffering 
from a shortage of food, which is 
daily becoming more serious. We 
know that the crops of last summer, 


upon which so much depended, were 
mainly failures, because of a long 
period of drought. We _ know that 
the potato has become the chief ar- 
ticle of diet for millions, and that 
the lack of meat, of fats, of milk, is 
rousing widespread apprehension and 
resentment; for not even the German 
can live by hate alone. 

More than this, we krow that the 
German losses have been frightful 
beyond even the expectation of those 
who forecast that the casualty lists 
would make future war impossible. 
Not less than 3,500,000 Germans have 
been killed, captured or wounded in 
the first sixteen months of the con- 
flict, and this hideous total takes no 
account of those who have been elim- 
inated by sickness. The reserves in 
men and in food are almost at an end, 
and when they are exhausted the 
collapse must come. 

More than all else the peril to Ger- 
Many today comes from the British

Wintering Idle 
Western Horses 


Proper Care Should be Taken of Ank 
mals so That They Will be if 
Condition for Spring Work 


At thig time of the year practically 
al] the heavy work on most farms has 
been finished, and with the approach 
of winter horses are more or less idle. 
Since idle horses give no return in 
labor performed, the feeding should 
be as economical as possible, and pro- 
per care should be taken of the ant 
mals in order that they may be in 
the best possible condition for work in 
the early spring. 

Horses should not be confined to 
the barn during the winter on a lib 
eral supply of grain. It is far better 
to “rough” them through the cold 
months, They should be given the run 
of the yard or lot during the day. This 


should be provided with a protected 
shed, one that is thoroughly dry and 
well provided with bedding. While 
nature does her part and protects the 
horse with a heavy coat of hair dur- 
ing the cold months, the shed is 


necessary in order to afford the neces- 
sary shelter anu protection against 
rains, snow and cold winds Winter 
winds come mostly from the north 
and the shed should 
be so situated and constructed as to 
give the proper protection from this 
quarter. 

In the feeding of idle horses the 
high priced feeds should be avoided 
in order to keep them in proper con- 
dition at the lowest cost. It has been 
found that idle horses do very well 
on a winter feed consisting of all the 
hay, oatstraw, cornstalks or sorphums 
they will consume, so that little grain 
is necessary. Idleness also permits of 
a more thorough mastication of the 
feed, thus insuring proper digestion. 

From six to eight weeks before the 
spring work is started the horses 
should be put at light work and start- 
ed on a small grain ration in order

aught else from abroad. 

Not only is the British blockade 
an ever-mounting evil; but there is 
for Germany no means of striking 
back. For every’ British casualty 
there have been seven German casu- 
alties. Germany’s highly trained in- 
dustrial army is being day by day 
more and more rapidly drawn into 
he military army, and those whose 
labor gave German export trade its 
prosperity are becoming cannon fod- 
der. England has only begun to send 
her masseg to the field; her losses co 
far are insignificant when compared 
with the German, and there is no con- 
ceivable way by which Germany can 
strike back at Great Britain to bal- 
ance the misery and suffering Britain 
is carrying far and wide in Germany. 

The hope of victory—of any sort 
of victory—has long gone from the 
minds of German statesmen; what 
they can now hope for is only that 
smaller gain that might be picked up 
if the allies grew weary aid decided 
to complete the work of. crushing 
Germany. But who can believe this 
ig likely? Who can believe that the 
allies would consent to permit Ger- 
many to profit by an inch of terri- 
tory or by one more enslaved subject 
for her crime against humanity ?— 
New York Tribune. 


An Economic War to Follow 

We may be quite sure that Germany 
is planing to wage a fiercer trade war 
than ever when the war is over, part 
ly out of revenge, and partly to re- 
coup her own staggering losses at the 
expense of the allies, There is no need 
to ask the spirit in which Canada will 
meet this competition. Both parties 
here are absolutely united in the de 
sire to give Germany a far more se- 
vere lesson than was given her in her 
late trade war with Canada. But the 
mere desire ‘to prevent Germany 
wreaking revenge in a trade war is 
not enough. We ought to be organiz- 
ing to that end, and we ought to make 
it quite plain not only that Canada 
will co-operate in all the measures 
which Mr. Runciman broadly outlined, 
but that Canada expects Great Brit- 
ain to take the strongest por-zible 
stand and lead in this direction.— 
Montreal Herald.

The Hens Paid a Big Mortgage and 
Made Many Improvements 


Miss Eva Storer, of Norridgewock, 
Me., is a good example of what a wo 
man can do if she likes the work. 

Miss Storer’s interest in poultry rais. 
ing dates from the age ot nine, when 
her mother gave her a pair of old 
heng for her very own. There in Brad- 


ford, Me., wnere sne was born on a 
farm, she began in a business-like way 
to feed her hens to the best advantage 
for laying, to set them and raise chick- 
ens, and to make them pay for their 
keep and bring in a protit besides. It 
wasn't long before she began to no- 
tice points of difference between her 
two hens and some better bred ones 
of her neighbors, and began to im- 
prove her own flock. When she was 
thirteen she raised $30 worth of pul- 
lets, besides $50 worth of poults from 
a pair of Bronze turkeys given her by 
her mother. 

Her first hens were Plymouth 
Rocks. Then she got some White In- 
dian Games, and, wanting to experi- 
nient a littie, cfossed these. The pul- 
lets resulting pegan to lay in Septem- 
ber, which was four months earlier 
than the Rocks or Game pullets would 
have done in their purity, hatched at 
the same time in May. They were 
thus self supporting long before the 
usual time, though this was only one 
way she found of making a good prolit, 
Miss Storer now keeps White Indian 
Games and Rhode Island Reds mostly, 
because she likes these~breeds the 
best and believes that one can succeed 
best with one’s favorite variety. 

In Miss Storer’s early teens the 
Storer family moved to Norridegwock, 
where they bought a farm with rather 
poor buildings on it, paying $800 down, 
half ef which was furnished by her. 
The other $600 was to be paid in year. 
ly sums of $100. These payments 
were all made by her from her hens. 
When about sixteen she had to give up 
school entirely because of the feeble 
health of her parents, and she then 
devoted herself more than ever to 
poultry raising. She did general farm- 
ing, too, It was no unusual sight for 
passers-by to see her holding the plow 
in the furrow while her father guided 
the horse. She raised all the vege- 
tables used by the family and stock, 

In six years she had paid the mort- 
gage on the farm and set to work to 
improve the buildings. She earned all 
the money and did a good deal of the 
carpenter work on a new two storey 
house. She also built a hen house of 
her own design, without any help. In 
the meantime she wanted some things 
that other girls had, and bought a 
handsome piano which has proved @ 
great source of enjoyment to her,

But why do farmers want to sell or 
rent their farms, give up the habits of 
a lifetime and move into a cramped 
house in the town? Doubtless in a 
majority of instances the answer 
would be that the difficulty of obtain- 
ing help indoors and out, and the con- | 
sequent hard work entailed upon the 
farm owner, make the change desir. | 
able or imperative. Then there are 
the wife and daughters longing for a 
little more liveliness and excitement; 
but at the bottom of it all is that 
restlessness and all impeliing desire 
for a change which attacks every man 
when he has reached middle life. If 
one is able to withstand the disease 
for a few years, he is likely to find 
his familiar environment take on new 
attractions. Just now in our neighbor- 
hood this insistent desire for a change 
has. gripped a number of my neigh- 
bors sO hard that they are joining in 
excursions to Florida, in the hope of 
finding swamps, where, it is claimed, 
summer is perpetual, the alligators 

company, the neighbors rich, re- 
ned and cultured, and where an as- 
sured and ample income is derived 
from celery, asparagus, potatoes or 
some other single crop to which the 
land is alleged to be peculiarly well 
adapted. Some of our neighbors who 
have returned are full of enthusiasm, 
while others, and these are the more 
observing and successful at home, see 
nothing particularly inviting in the 
Florida prospect. 

What does a man who has lived and 
worked on a farm for fifty years or { 
longer gain by moving to town and 
engaging in the monotonous task of 
kiling time? In the first place he 
gains leisure, if that is desirable. He 
has time to get into the front line 
whenever a fire occurs and the en- 
gines are brought into play; but even 
that novelty grows stale in time. He. 
has leisure to visit the court room 
and witness the administration of jus- 
tice, as it is displayed in the trial of 
scores of trivial and petty cases; but 
he soon finds that it adds little to his 
contentment or satisfaction of mind 
and less to his income. And it is the 
paucity of his income that is a con 
stant source of worry to himself and 
his good wife. To get along on it: at 
all it is necessary to skimp and pare 
and to sail close to the wind. What 
would happen if the crops should 
prove bad and the tenant default in 
the payment of hig rent, they dare not 
think; and so they find eventually that 
life in the town is not all it was to 
their imagination as they discussed 
the prospect in the sitting room back 
home, and that not even the privilege 
of sitting on a store box in front of a 
town dry goods store in the bright 
spring weather, swapping farm exper- 
iences with other “retired” and ma- 
rooned farmers, provides the entire 
satisfaction it was supposed to. I have 
seen Many of these abandoned farm- 
ers in the country town, and very few 
of them wear a happy smile. The old- 
er men seem to me to have lost all in- 
terest in the game of life, and to have 
descended to the role of petty gossip- 
ers, while waiting for the grim Reap- 
er to gather them in, to be laid away 
finally underneath the clods and the 
grass they had long ago hastened to 
escape when they decided to leave the 
farm. It seemms.to me that no matter 
how it ig viewed, this abandoning the 
farm for a home in town, fails to real- 
ize the investment in happiness and 
content that is promised at the outset.

Not Conquered, But Overrun 


Germany Will Not Permanently Ac- 
quire Any New Territory as a 

Result of the War 

The German Emperor will

world if he appoints his second son, 
Prince Kitel Fredrich, King of Ser- 
bia. The Throne of Serbia is not yet 
vacant, and the territory of Serbia 


is still unconquered, in spite of the 
fact that its capital has been trans- 
ferred to a foreign country. The same 
Temark applies to Belgium, whose 
capital was removed to France early 
in the war, as was also that of Monte- 
negro a few days ago. There is not a 
sane observer of current events out- 
side of Germany who does not believe 
that each of these three kingdoms will 
be freed from the Teutonic invaders 
at or before the conclusion of the war, 
and that each of them will be terri- 
torially enlarged as the result of the 
whole international catacylsm. 

History abounds in precedents for 
this view of the present situation. 
Scotland was overrun in the four- 
teenth century by the English army, 
and her*crowned king was for several 
years a fugitive among the mountains 
of his own kingdom, but that kingdom 
was during the interval only in a state 
of suspense. Napoleon Bonaparte in 
1808 made his own brother, Joseph, 
King of Spain, but the captive Span- 
ish monarch was restored after the 
explosion of the French army in 1814; 
an interval of seven years. Napoleon 
himself took Vienna twice and Ber- 
lin once in the interval between 1805 
and 1809 but it did not occur to anyone 
that these kingdoms had thereby been 
subjugated. To attempt to inflict a 
German king on either Serbia or Mon- 
tenegro would at the present stage of 
the war be regarded as presumptive 
proof of the insanity of the German 
monarch. 

Whatever delusions the Kaiser may 
still cherish about beating the allies 
into submission, there is not a com- 
mander in his prey. or navy, not a 
statesman in his chancellory, not a 
dignitary among his ecclesiastics, not 
a professor in his universities, not an 
economist or a financier worthy of 
either title in his whole realm that 
regards such an outcome of the war ag 
a possibility. They know, if he does 
not, that Germany can permanently 
acquire no territory as the result of 
this war, and that it is possible, if not 
probable, she will lose some. They 
know that the allies can, by adopting 
a certain mode of warfare, cause her 
to choose between being choked: to 
death and being bled to déath. It is 
still open to Germany to save some- 
thing from the wreck of the empire, 
but not even that will be possible for 
any considerable time. — Toronto 
Globe.

“The war has shown tho nocessity 
for economy and the cutting of nom 
essentials. When such are in addition, 
harmful to the individual and family 
—the foundation of society—there 
should be no hesitation in curtailing 
their sale or altogether prohibiting it, 

Britain, where the liquor interests 
are more strongly entrenched than in 
Canada, has seen the beneficial results 
of its restriction regarding the sale 
liquor. Liverpool, where the. anti- 
treating law has been strictly enfore- 
ed, declares that the new regulations 
have proved the virtual salvation of 
the community. in safe guarding the 
families of the poor, and others, from 
actual poverty. The city formerly had 
the reputation of being one of the 
worst in the kingdom; now it has be- 
come one of the soberest, and a 
drunken person on the streets is a 
rare sight. With added sobriety has 
come a remarkable increase in indus- 
try, and the authorities believe that 
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classes will now be less frequent, The 
hours for drinking in Liverpool are 
limited from noon each day to 2.30 p.m, 
and from 6.30 to 9.30 p.m. Outside 
these hours it is impossible to buy 
liquor in Liverpool. 
The Liverpool regulations have 
proved more successful than those of 
London, simply because they have ap- 
plied to rich and poor alike.

Working Young Horses 


Great @are Must be Taken Not to 
Overwork the Growing Animal 


Some young horses of good ‘size anc 
strength can safely be worked at two 
years of age, if they are worked mod- 
erately and handled with care and 
judgment. 

The writer has broken and worked 
two young horses at two years of age, 
and in both cases they turned out to 
be splendid mature animals. Both 
grew and developed right aiong till 
they were five years of age, but they 
were handled with utmost care and 
fed liberally. 

It is not reasonable to expect a two- 
year-old or a three-year-old horse to 
do aS much wor!. as a mature animal. 
The young horse must be given a 
light load at first, and it must not be 
pushed to its limit during the first 
working period of its young life. \ It 
ig best to work the young horse with 
a strong and reliable older one, giv- 
ing the younger one advantage over 
the old. A stay chain should be used 
on the older uorse so that he can 
start the load and even pull it by 
himself in hard places. The load for 
the team should never be excessively 
heavy. 

Another importan‘ point in working 
the young horse is to never work him 
full days at first, and never crowd 
him to the point of fatigue, especially 
on warm days. Do not try to work 
the life and vim out of the young 
animal at first simply because he has 
life and vim. Such is apt to ruin his 
spirit and result in a siow or balky 
animal. You wish to preserve his 
vim and spirit for later use. 

And, by all means, feed the young 
working animal liberally of a variety 
to furnish energy for work and mat- 
erials for the building of rich blood, 
muscle, and bon». Feed some oats, 
corn, wheat bran, and alfalfa or clov- 
er hay, with a little oil meal. The 
young animal must be built up in body 
as he works and grows.

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Housing the Sheep 

Contrary to general opinion, sheep 
as well as any other class of farm 
animals fequire clean, dry shelter, It 
is especially important that the feet 
and fleece be kept dry. If their quar- 
ters are dry and clean the sheep will 
stand very cold weather without dis- 
comfort or disease. There must be 
ample ventilation, for sheep if closely 
crowded gweat badly and quickly use 
up oxygen in the air, but there must 
be no drafts us sheep are very subject 
to colds, In the ordinary climate the 
sheep barn may be constructed of one 
thickness of matched boards, It 
should be large enough to house the 
entire flock without crowding. Win- 
dows enough to permit lots of sun- 
shine to enter and clean, dry bedding 
under foot are necessities.

| inion Department of Agriculture has been 
organising throughout Eastern Canada, 
a number of co-operative egg and poultry 
Associations which carry on this work. 
The need and opportunity for similar 
work in the western provinces has, for 
{some time past, been recognized, and in 
the fall of last year Mr. T. A. Benson 
; was detailed to this work with head- 
quarters at Edmonton. 

Mr. Bensof has been associated with 
the co-operative work of the Live Stock 
branch since its inception, and to his 
activities is largely due the successful 
organization, on a co-operative hasis, of 
the egg and poultry industry in Prince 
Kdward Island, In all there are between 
fifty and sixty associations in that pro- 
vince, which last year marketed eggs to 
the valve of over $175,000. In addition 
to his experience in co-operative work 
Mr. Benson is a practical poultryman, 

Already considerable progress has been 
made in Alberta and a number of market- 
ing associations formed. So far as possible 
the organizations of these is arranged at 
open meetings held under the auspices 
of such bodies as the Women’s Institutes, 
Creamery associations, Farmers Associa- 
tions and Poultry Associations, the under- 
standing being that any Poultry Associa- 
tion organized for this work will have a 
distinctly separate identity. Further, the 
Associations are governed by Directors 
elected ty the farmers or bona-fide poultry 
producers who may become members‘of 
the Association. 

Each and all organizations are govern- 
ed by a constitution, bye-laws, rules and

followed as was the case in Prince Edward 
Island, where the local associations were 
federated by the organization of a central 
association incorporated under the laws 
of the provincial government. 

Some plan of financing the Associations 
has been found from past experience to 
be desirable and a collateral ‘method 
which obliges the individual to recognize 
his or her direct interest, part owner- 
ship, and responsibility in the workings 
of the Association, has been found to lend 
great stability to the movement, 

To such districts in Alberto where a 
anumber of farmers find that they re- 
quire the assistance such co-operative 
movements provine, special consideration 
will be given, Any who desire to form 
an association for this purpose should 
write to Mr. Benson, Alberta Represent- 
tative, Poultry division, Dominion Live 
Stock Branch, Edmonton, or direct to 
the Assistant Live Stock Commissioner, 
Department of Agriculture, Ottawa, when 
all possible consideration will be given 
their requests,
